who' for days have been trying to 
subpoena the financier as a witness 
in the Money -Trust 
investigation, 


said last night that all his efforts to 
get into communication with him had 
Jaeen repulsed. 
Dr. Walter F. Chap- 
elle. the physician, who is treating 
Mr. Rockefeller's throat, 
has 
re- 


fused to tell the government officials 
•where his patient is. while John W. 
Sterling, Mr. Rockefeller's attorney, 
"would not be seen," Mr. Riddel said 
when he went to the lawyer's office. 


"I had hoped," Mr. Riddell stated 
"that all this publicity would shame 
3Ir. Kockefeller out, and that surely 
he would accept service, but I have 
n»t .heard a word from any of his 
^representatives." 
The sergeant-at- 
arms had no comment TO make on a 
report from Brunswick, Ga., that 
Mr. Rockefeller was in that city. 


The guard around Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's Fifth Avenue residence, at his 
Tarrytown country home and at the 
home of William G. Rockefeller, his 
son. at Greenwich, Conn., was main- 
tained as usual without result. Un- 
t'l Congress authorizes a writ of at- 
tachment for Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. 
Riddell said there would be nothing 
to do but to wait for the millionaire 
voluntarily to accept service. 
Reports that the Fifth Avenue 
residence would be entered by force 
attracted crowds to the neighborhood 
yesterday. Lectures on sight seeing 
automobiles pointed to the mansion 
and explained the situation to their 
passengers.

Rockefeller, drove up to the bouse in 
a touring car during the forenoon 
and stopped for a moment at the 
curb opposite the entrance, but did 
not alight.
